counsel for the wife in the case. 
The wife subsequently obtained a divorce 
through the medium of another Jawyer after 
the case had passed through the Court of Ap- 
peals, the parties coming to the conclu- 
sion that they could not live together. Wa- 
ener then declined to pay the money, when 
Mr. MacDonald brought the present suit. Mr. 

D. Johnson, who appeired for Wagener. 
* ed MacDonald on the stand, and alter iu- 
terrogating him concerning the condition on 
which the money was egreed to be paid, being 
a note for $125, claimed that Mr. 
MacDonald was testifving different 
froin what he had testified during 
a previous trial of the case and asked a con- 
tinuance on the ground of surprise, The 
motion was argued at length and overruled. 

Mr. Johnson in addressing the jury stated 
that forthe pitiable sum of $125 Mr. MacDonald 
had deliberately sworn to afalsehood. He at 
one time considered him a friend, but he now 
had no respect for such a man, follow- 
ing with quite a voluminuous display of exple- 
tives concerning Mr. MacDonald’s conduct in 
the case threughout, the divorce suit 
originally being reversed by the Court of Ap- 
peals because he bad appeared for both par- 
ties. Mr. MacDonald retorted by stating that 
Mr. Johnson stated what was not true, when 
Mr, Johnson reiterated his former statements 
and continued his address to the jury in the 
face of the objections of Mr. MacDon * who 
appealed to the Court to stop him. Johnson 
Stated that MacDonald had not only sworn 
falsely, but was guilty of the crime of perjury.

HISTORY OF THE CRIME. 

The history of the case shows the murder to 
have been one of the most atrocious 
provoked in the annals of crime in this coun— 
try.

Tendering a Reception to Grant. 

ALBANY, N. V., April 17.—The following 
resolution was offered in the Assembly to— 
day: 

W bereas, of this State have 
distinguished honors 
paid to Gen. U. 8. Grant, 
late President of the United States, in different 
parts of Europe, Africa und Asia. which he 
has visited, and whereas, he is about to re- 
turn to the United States, and whereas, it is 
oper that upon his entrance into the Em- 
pire State, Which has 80 much 
esteem and gratitude for the great services he 
has rendered his country, that he should 
be welcomed in the name of the State: 
therefore resolved if the Senate 
concur, that a committee of three Senators aud 
five members of this house be appointed to 
tender to Generel Grant in the name 
of the people the hospitalities of this State.

male issue. Mehemet Ali Pasha, first 
Viceroy of modern Egypt, loved to be 
stvled the Napoleon of Egypt. His char- 
acter and career really abound in coincidences 
with that of the Corsican ‘‘man of destiny.’’ 
He was born at Kavala, Macedonia, in 1769, 
the same year in which Napoleon is reputed to 
have been born, and which was certainly the 
birth year of Wellington, Cuvier and Hum- 
boldt. Kavala is a town of 5,000 inhabitants, 
picturesquely perched upon a high, rocky 
cliff on the coast of the Egean Sea, opposite 
the island of Thasos, and is chiefly known in 
history as the ancient Neapolis, the spot 
where the Apostle Paul landed for the conver- 
sion of Europeto Christianjty. It belonged 
anciently to Thrace, and it figured 
extensively last year in the discussions of the 
treaties of San Stefano and Berlin, by the first 
of which it was made a Keynote of Russian 
policy, being assigned to the big Bulgaria“ 
us its seaport on the Egean. Its inhabitants 
are a mixture of Greeks, Bulgarians 
Turks, doubtless with considerable dash of 
the ancient Thracian and Macedonian blood. 
The founder of the Egyptian viceregal family 
robably partook of all these race affinities, 
ut was known by name, language and re- 
ligion as a Turk. The old Macedonian 
jion’’ breathed his last August 2, 1849, 
THE SONS OF MEHWEMET ALI. 
Mehemet Ali had seven sons and three 
daughters, respectively named Ibrahim, Tu- 
sun or Toussoun, Ismail, Said, Hussein, 
Abd-el-Halim, Mehemet Ali, Zohrah, Naz- 
leh and Zeynab. Of these only the sixth son, 
usually called Halim (now a contestant for the 
throne), and the voungest daughter, Zeyn . 
are living. The former has just now assu 
ed great prominence as the heir-at-lawto the 
throne of Egypt, whom the Sultan has ex- 
pressed his willingness to nominate in place of 
his nephew, the present Khedive. He is an 
accomplished scholar, well known in 
Londan and Paris, has a copsiderable party in 
his favor in and out of Egypt, possesses great 
wealth and has resided for many years at Balta 
Liman, near Constantinople. He has been a 
favorite with successive Sultans, and has de- 
clined high positions inthe Divan. The three 
elder sons died before their father. Ibrahim, 
the famous general, the right hand of his fa- 
ther, who conquered Arabia, Syria and part 
of Asia Minor, left three sons—Ahmed, 
Ismail and Mustafa—of whom only 
the second, the present Khedive, is 
living.

Petersburg, of the apprehension of 
several conspirators, not a few of whom were 
women of gentle birth, and of the slaughter of 
a number of prisoners, who attempted to es- 
cape, took tothe sewers and were cornered, 
The last act doubtless brought down the ven- 
geance of **The Committee“ on the Emperor, 
who had just returned from the Crimea to 
spend Easter at the capital. 

Mr. Mackenzie Wallace in his book on Rus- 
sia deals very gingerly with the question of Ni- 
hilism—just mentions it and thereafter avoids 
it. It is tobe admitted, however, that the 
Nihilists had not during his stav in Russi 
manifested notable aetivity, so that he was 
rightly advised by the friend of whom he asked 
what was a Nibilist. ‘‘Live jong enough in 
Russia and you’ il find out.’* Only Mr. Wal- 
lace did not live long enough in Russia; 
hed he spent a few months more 
in the dominions of the Czar 
he might have discovered that 
the Nibilists were something else than ‘folk 
who had nothing in their heads and nothing in 
their peckets.’”

The full effect of the breaking up of the 
Southwestern Railroad Freight Pool may not 
be thoroughly understood. Certain benetits 
have come of it to certain sections and certain 
individuals, but the general result is not 
satisfactory. So far from being satisfactory is 
it, that the existing state of transportation 
between Chicago aud St. Louis and Missouri 
River points cannot last long. There must 
be a new agreement on the part of the roads, 
or some of them will be compelled to g) to 
the wall. As it is now, the Chicago roads are 
doing business for next to nothing, while the 
St. Louis roads are making no money. Worse 
than this, the grain trade of St. Louis is being 
greatly injured, since shipments of western 
wheat and corn to this market have been 

SUSPENDED 
except so much as comes under old 
contracts. The only way in which St. Louis 
is reaping any benefit from the present condi- 


| tion of things is in the low price of freight out
